Cities That Will Some Day Cave lr 
In writing my columns for the dif­ 
ferent newspapers who tolerate the 
goofy stories I write, I sometimes 
have to go 
back and writ* 
about 
things I see and hear that are true 
and may be interesting to some of 
the readers, then too, I promised I 
would and I know you don’t like to 
be disappointed.
